Bradsher  presents  extensive  new  infor¬ 
mation  from  previously  unavailable  Afghan 
Communist,  U.S.  government,  and  little- 
known  Soviet  sources  and  questions  the 
widely  held  assumption  that  the  Afghan 
Communist  Party  engineered  the  1978  coup 
that  brought  it  to  power.  The  book  cites 
evidence  of  the  decisive  role  of  the  military 
council  in  overthrowing  the  Afghan  gov¬ 
ernment,  thus  paving  the  way  for  the 
Soviet  invasion. 

Bradsher  points  out  that  both  the  coup 
and  the  Soviet  invasion  of  Afghanistan  had 
their  roots  in  events  dating  back  to  the 
1920s  when  the  country  became  the  first 
recipient  of  Soviet  aid  and  was  invaded  by 
Soviet  troops  in  1929.  He  also  discusses 
several  U.S.  moves  that  may  have  aided  and 
inadvertently  abetted  the  Soviet  takeover. 
The  book  is  based  on  extensive  interviewing 
of  Afghans,  Asian  officials,  and  American 
government  and  intelligence  experts.
